MISCELLANEOUS.

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 2Ut.—The south­ 
bound overland express on tho Southern Pa­ 
cific Kailroad was wrecked at 2 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning near Tehachapi station, in 
Korn county, and twenty-one persons are 
known to have been killed end fourteen 
wounded. 
The accident was duo to the train 
of seven cars, detached from the engine?, 
moving backward down the steep grade. The 
cars, after running four miles, plunged down 
an embankment, were smashed into splinters 
and burned up, with the unfortunates who 
were in them. 
Of the twenty one dead, 
seven only have been identified. Several are 
missing who were known to have been on the 
train. Relief trains were sent to the scene of 
the accident, and the wounded and dead were 
moved to Los ADgeles last night. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
1.08 A ngeles, January 21st.—According 
to what seems tho best authority, while the 
train was waiting at Tehachapi station on the 
summit-, the relief engine returned to Caliente 
and the front engine went off to take coal and 
water. There was a very strong east wind 
blowing and the rails were cov.-rod with frest. 
The train W8s standing on a grade of 125 feet 
to the mile, when it started back down the 
grade. 
On reaching a sharp curve the hind­ 
most sleeper, the next sleeper, the mail and 
exprets cars jumped the track aud piied up, 
one on top of another, in a heap. The wreck 
took fire, and many of the passengers were 
roasted aiive before the eyes of those who 
were unable to afford them the slightest help. 
The scene was appalling beyond description. 
The occupants of the sleepers wero suddenly 
wakened amid scenes of terrible agony, or 
their slumbers were lengthened Into the 
eternal sleep. 
A few crawled out alive. It 
is now reported that seventeen persons were 
burned beyond recognition. 
One coach and 
a smoking car kept on two miles farther 
down the mountain side and did not jump the 
track. 
Their occupants were uninjured. 
In the tleeper which first jumped the track 
were Porter Aehe and wife (formerly Amy 
Crockei), who occupied a drawing-room at 
the end of the car which first went over the 
embankment, 
In the same sleeper were, it 
is said, about sixteen other person?, all of 
whom were killed. Mr. and Mrs. Ashe es­ 
caped most miraculously, with but flight in­ 
juries.

THE KILLED. 
The number of killed and their names can­ 
not be accurately given yet. 
The bodies of 
twenty-one persons have been recovered, but 
it is feared that more will be added to the 
list. 
The remains being unrecognizable, ex­ 
cept in a fow instances, their name3 are not 
ascertainable, and it is doubtful if all will 
ever be identified. 
The follnwing are the 
identified dead : Mrs. John F. Cassell. Mrs. 
John G. Oowpoy, Mrs. H. (). Oliver, É\ W. 
Pearsor, Miss Squires, I.?win Wethered, 
Wright, two tramps, names unknown.

STORIES TOLD BY SURVIVORS. 
Yonr correspondent gained the following 
details from the survivors of the terrible ac­ 
cident : The train ran down the grade three 
miles, where part of it was ditched and 
turned ovei. In this section were five cars. 
Two remained on the track and went on two 
miles further down. 
They were passenger 
coaches. 
A railroad man named Eli Nafcre, 
who was a passenger on one and was asleep 
at the time of the accident, waa waked up by 
the unusual motion of the ear, and, jampiDg 
up, eaw that no engine was attached, nor 
were the sleepers in front, and that the cars 
were running back down hill. 
He waked up 
several people, and by using brakes succeeded 
in stopping the cars and saving the lives of 
forty or more people who were in these two 
cars. Of this number abcut twenty were 
Chinamen going to Calico. The five cars 
overturned were two sleepers, one mail, one 
baggage and one exprees car. No one of the 
passengers can give a clear account of what 
hsppened after the cars jumped the track, 
except that they were violently waked up by 
the cars turning ovar. The cars caught fire 
from the coaD from the stoves and from 
lamps, the oil of which spread over every­ 
thing, and all the care were instantly blazing. 


THE SCENE WAS INDESCRIBABLE. 
The noise of the crackling, burning wood 
blended with the piercing shrieks of the 
wounded and dying, all lighted up by the 
lurid glare, made a hideous scene. Harry 
Connor?, a news agent, says he was awakened 
by the unusual motion of the car, felt they 
were traveling at a terrific rate, and knowing 
something was wrong, jumped up from his 
bunk in the baggage car and called to James 
Woodhnll, tbe baggage master, to jump up, 
as the care were loose. He had hardly Bpoken 
when he felt a violent j»rk, the roof of the 
car at the same time splitting open, through 
which Connors and Woodhnll were thrown, 
landing on the ground with nothing more 
than severe broises. 
Connors was so much 
contused he could uot get up. While lying 
on the ground he says a young lady whom he 
knew as Miss Squires of Sacramento was 
caught in one of the flaming sleepers and 
Bhriekmg for help. 
He tried three times to 
get up and go to her rescue, but could not 
stand np, and saw her 


BURNED TO DEATH BEFORE HIS ETES. 
Where the accident occurred the road 
makes a sharp curve. On one side is a ravine 
twenty feet deep, and on the other a hill. 
One of the cars was soot fifty feet up this 
bill. The others must have roiled back dowr* 
as two of the care were burned on the other 
side of the track. The cars at the time must 
have been rnnniDg 60 or 70 miles an hour. 
Those in the two cars which broke loese, aid 
made the turn safely, walked back to the 
scene of the disaster, but everything was 
burned up when they reached there, and on’y 
burning wood and smoldering ashes were 
let*. The air was rent with bliod-curdling 
shrieks of agony and moans of the hurt. 
Some of these who first arrived on the scene 
commencsd at once to relieve, as much as 
possible, tbe agonie3 of the sufferers. 
As­ 
sistance from neighboring houses was secured 
and ward sent to Tehachapi. 
AU the bag­ 
gage, mail—in fjet, all the contents of the 
five cars—was reduced to ashes when relief 
was saat from Tehachapi. 


THE KILLED. 
On searching for the dead only four of tfc# 
twenty-one who had been killed could b9 
found, ths seventeen remaining beinR burned 
into unrecognizable masseB. Here the charred 
remains of a leg, there headless bodies or 
partB of bodies, trunks without heads or leg?, 
boues blackened and charred, in many in­ 
stances was all to be found. 
The wounded 
were removed to Tehachapi in the morn­ 
ing, and the remains were also brought there. 
Tbe relief train from Los Angeles, on which 
were Drs. Kcss aud Kurtz, reached Teh&cha- 
pi about_ half-past 1. 
Ths physicians, who 
were assisted by several from Bakersfield and 
Sumner, at once set to work to alleviate the 
awfnl sufferings of the wounded, and worked 
until C o’clock, putting the remains iu coffins, 
bronght up by the relief car. 
In some cases 
grocery boxes were used to hold a few re­ 
mains of bodies, such as skulls, arms and 


bones. The wounded weie then moved into an 
emigrant car and made as comfortahle as pos­ 
sible. A t a few moments after 6 o'clock the 
train started for Los 
Angeles with the 
wounded and remains. 


SOME OF THE VICTIMS, 
The killed, but not burned, are Charles Phr- 


s o d , messenger of Wells, Fargo & Co.; W. 
H. Wright, porter of one of the sleepars, and 
two men whose names could not be learned, 
but who are said to be two soldiers just dis­ 
charged from the army. 
The wounded are Henry Connor?, news 
agent, badly bruised ; James Woodhull. bag­ 
gage master, btuised, no bones broken fthese 
two were kept at Tehachapi as witnesses 
before the Coroner's inquest, which is being 
held at the time of this writing]; ex-Gov- 
crnor J. G. Downey, badly bruised ; J. K. 
Brown and Miss Ida Brown, btuisad ; Min­ 
nie .Patterson, maid of Mrs. Ashe, badly 
bruised and two broken ribs on the right side ; 
F. M. Dougherty, mail agent, bruised [kept 
ae a witness before the Coroner’s jury]; Mrs. 
H. C. Hatch, fractured rib. Captain Water­ 
house of Gardner, Maine, is, perhaps, most 
seriously injured of all, had no bones broken, 
but general contusions of an aggravated 
character ; Mrs. Waterhouse, injured, dislo­ 
cated shoulder, as also their two children, 
but notoriously. 
Seventeen bodies, or partB 
of bodies, which had been burned, were 
taken from the ruine, but not one of them is 
recognizable. 


MRS. J. G. DOWNEY WAS IDENTIFIED 
As one of the burned, from the remains cf 
clothing and a diamond bracelet on her wrist. 
Howard Tiltor, a young man slightly injured, 
and Harry Connors, news agent, say that 
they saw Miss Squires caught in the burning 
sleeper, but neither could rescuo her, being 
unable to move. 
She died a most horrible 
death. Mrs. Cassel', wife of J. F. Ca3-ell, 
was burned to death, a td her husband was 
slightly injured. 
He takes her remains to 
Ban Francisco to-day. Tho others <f the 
seventeen are not identified. Governor Dow­ 
ney says that Colonel Larrabee, an ex mem­ 
ber of Congress from W isonsin, was on the 
train, and had talked to him. A Urge corpse 
taken from the smoldeiing sleeper is supposed 
to be Larrabee’s, as he is missing. 
He was 
on his way to San Bernardino. The only 
passengers who escaped unhurt are Porter 
Ash8 and wife. Their escape seems a mir­ 
acle. They were in a state-room of the 
sleeper. Mr. Ashe has his left eye brui-ed 
slightly. 
He lost 81 600 in money, which was 
in his clothe», and all his personal effects zed 
those of bis wife, who is unhurt. 
Every 
scrap of baggage on the Sj-.dn W33 consumed ; 
half the mail was burned up, aud almost all 
the express is gone. Of the dead, but not 
burned, Charles Pierson, expness messenger, 
was evidently killed instantly. 


HE HAD A HOLE THROUGH HIS TEMPLE. 
Colored porter W right lived four hours. He 
was conscious, but in the greatest agony up 
to the time of his death. 
A Coroner’s jury 
was summoned, and was ftill in progrees 
when your correspondent left Tehachapi on 
the train bringing down the dead and wound­ 
ed. A considerable amount of money wa3 
found in the vicinity of the disaster. Jewelry 
of all kind?, ring?, watchee, bracelets, were 
picked up and tagged with the number of the 
berth, where found, as nearly as could be as­ 
certained. 
The bodies and parts cf bodies 
were similarly numbered. 
It is hoped by 
this means to identify at least some of tbe 
remains. The numbers of some ef the berths 
had to be guessed at, as nothing waa left of 
the cars but the ironwork and the truck?. 
The train with the bodies, and the wounded 
reached Los Argeles tc-night. 
The railroad 
depot was a surging mass of 


ANXIOUS AND EXCITED PEOPLE, 
Waiting for the train to come in. When it 
arrived they could hardly be kept back. Drs. 
Kurtz and Ross advised that the wounded re­ 
main in the car at the depot till morning, 
which was done. 
The bodies were taken 
charge of by undertakers and removed from 
ths car. 
Th?y will be kept several day?, in 
order to enable every means of identification 
to be tried. The bodies of Pierson and oth­ 
ers who were killed, but not burned, will be 
buried. Pierson leaves a young wife, to whom 
be bad bfen married but a few months. 
Wright leaves a large family. Miss Squires 
was on her way from Sacramento to visit her 
uncle, J. C. McMullen, genera! manager of 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad, who was 
spendir g some time at the Sierra Madre Villa 
for his health. The entire affair ha? cest the 
deepest gloom over the community. 
All 
along the line cf the raiiread crowds were 
collected at each station, wr.itreg for the 
passing train. 
Every possible care is being 
shown to the sufferers. 
Numbers of people 
expecting relatives crowded around the pas­ 
sengers, a>king if they were on the train. 
Each fears his friend or brother or relative 
may he amoDg the fourteen unidentified. 
It 
is learned from Porter Ashe that ho was 
waked up by the swaying motion of the cars 
aud succeeded in extricating him-elf and 
wife by btetking a pane cf gloss in the 
drawing-room in which they were. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Sunday Law Repealed by the Senate 
—New Bills—Suggestions from the Gov- 
era or. 
Doth houses of the Legislature held sessions on 
Saturday, the Senate completing its work before the 
noon recess. 
An actiTe effort was made in the As­ 
sembly to adjourn at noon until Monday afternoon, 
but it was defeated and the m em bers brought to­ 
gether again at 2 o’clock, when the usual Saturday 
afternoon nonsense was gone through with and the 
Assembly adjourned w ithout accomplishing any­ 
thing. 
The strife over the adjournm ent Saturday 
was no'liillg new to those who have attended the 
Legislature before. 
It is the almost invariable cus­ 
tom of the “ green m em ber” to attem pt to im. 
m ortalize himself bv defeating this motion to 
adjourn at noon on Saturday until Monday after­ 
noon, so that those members who are near enough 
can visit their homes. 
If he docs it in order to 
make a “ record ’’ he will be disappointed, for ro t 
one of his constituents will ever hunt up his "record ’ 
on th at subject. 
If be does it on account of an 
honest, dcsiro to advance the work of the scsfion he 
makes even a greater m istake, fo r the history of the 
California Legislature from its very first session 
shows th at no advancem ent was ever made by an 
afternoon session on .Saturday. 
Many members will 
go home anyhow, and if any im portant action is 
taken one member always gives notice of a motion 
to reconsider and the whole of Monday is taken up 
witli the discussion of it. 
The Senate session opened at 10 A. M, President 
pro tcm Del Valte presiding 
Various bills were reported back from committees 
and read fitst time. 
Spencer introduced a county governm ent bill, 
which contains the provisions mainly of A. B.’s 22 
and 91 of the last session. 
It differs from the 
Wendell bill in that it does not classify by counties. 
Wolfskin introduced a l.ill to amend the law au ­ 
thorizing Boards of Supervisors in the counties in 
which w ater is sold f ir irrigation to fix the rates 
thereon. 
Senator Vrooman introduced a bill to 
amend the Act of 1S78 establishing the cfflco of 
State Engineer so as to re.¡Hire the Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral to perform the duties now |ierfom ied by the 
State Engineer. 
The object of the bill is to save 
several thousand dollars annually to tiie State in 
the m atter of salaries and other expenses incident 
to m anintaim ng the office of State Engineer as an 
independent departm ent. 
Also, a bill to amend 
Section 591 of the Code of Civil Procedure, so as to 
alio a* 
issues 
of 
fact 
in 
equity 
cases to 
he 
tried 
by 
a 
jury 
upon 
request 
of either party to the suit. 
Also a bill to amend 
Section 7 of Article IX. of tho Constitution, so to 
crea’e a State Hoard of Education, to be compase-d 
of the Governor. Superintendent of Public Schools 
and tho Principals of the state Normal Schoo’e. 
This Board to adopt a peries of text books for the 
use of all tbe common schools, and to |jeiform such 
other duties as required by 1 iw. 
The same bill also 
provides for a Board of Education in each countv. 
Aim a bill to amend Section 142S if the Political 
Code. 
The Senate Jcdiciary Committee hat under 
consideration the question as to w hether the Senate 
ha9 jurisdiction over appointm ents made by tho 
Governor to fill vacancies for ttnexpired term s in the 
Board of Kegents, or whether the ap|K>intees of the 
Governor huld for the unexpired term w ithout be 
ing confirmed. There appears to be some doubt in 
the statute, ami th" amendment is proposed to re­ 
move the uncertainty. 
English introduced a bill to provide for the sepa­ 
rate confinement and correctional discipline i f juve­ 
nile offenders. 
It provides th at the presiding Judge 
of the Superior Court, the District Attorney and 
County Clei-k in each county in this State shall, ex 
officio, constitute a Board of Commissioners, to be 
designated and known as the County Correctional 
Commission. 
It shalI be the duty of such commis­ 
sion, in conformity with approved moral and Bani- 
tary rule3 or principles, to prescribe and supervise 
thc-_enforcement of regulations for the discipline, 
regimen and food of all county prisoners. 
The 
Superior Judge shall be the Chairman and the 
County Clerk the Secretary of the Commission. 
It 
shall hold regular or special meetings from time to 
tim e, as may be prescribed by a m ajority vote 
of its members, and a record of its proceedings 
shall be entered in a book to be kept among 
the 
public 
records 
if 
the 
Clerk’s 
office. 
The Boards of Supervisors of the sev< ral counties 
of the State, wherein no other provision of law is 
made therefor, shall provide separate apartm ents 
for the suitable and secure confinement of juvenile 
offenders and criminals, in a departm ent of the 
County Jail to ho designated and known as the 
“ County Correctional,” and all persons under 18 
years of age in custody on charge or conviction of 
misdemeanor B^all be sepirately confined in this 
Correctional Department of tho County Jail. 
Ex­ 
cept with their official custodian?, subjects o* con­ 
finement in th e County Correctional shall have no 
intercourse or communication with other prisoners 
or p rsons, not authorized by the regulations or 
special perm it of tho County Correctional Comtnia 
sion. The Superior Court or any Justice’s Court 
tnay, in its discretion, direct the confinement of anv 
prisoner in tbe County Correctional on commit­ 
m ent or conviction l . r a first offense which is pun 


Francisco. 
He said th at the Commission as It now 
stands is conducted and used in the interest of the 
power th at appointed them, who looks upon the 
harbor of San Francisco as his personal property. 
Caminetti opposed the resolution, aDd Flynn and 
Sinon favored it.

Have we any references to Esquimaux 
dwelling in regions significantly south of 
their present habitat ? 
If there are such, 
then it is at once evident that the weapons 
and domestic implements of snch people 
must now be buried in the dnst of their 
ancient 
southern 
dwelling, places, and, 
these same spots beiug subsequently ten­ 
anted by the Indian, his handiwork most 
also be mingled with that of his predeces­ 
sors. 
The literature of this subject can 
bo sufficiently outlined by reference to two 
authors. 
Major W . H. Dali, in 11 Tribes 
of the Extreme N orthwest," 
rem arks: 
“ There are many facts in American ethnol- 
cgy which.tcnd to show that originally the 
Innuit of the east coast had much the same 
distribution as the walrus, namely, as far 
south as New Jersey.” I-submit the rude 
argillite arrow-heads found in certain lo­ 
calities in such abundance, and at a sig­ 
nificant depth, as an additional fact, tend­ 
ing in the same direction. 
In Rev. B. F, 
Costa’s admirable resume of Icelandic lit­ 
erature there is given abundant evidence— 
ay, proof— that the people dwelling along 
the coast of Massachusetts, 900 to 1000 a. 
d , were not the same race th at resisted 
the English on the same coast six centuries 
later. 
The descriptions of the people seen 
by the Northmen show that, of whatever 
race, tn¿y were well advanced in the art of 
war, and used Hot only the bow, but hatch­ 
ets and the sling. 
They were “ men of 
short stature, bushy hair, rude, fierce and 
devoid of every grace.” 
I t need^there- 
fore, only be remembered that the rSkr 
tionship between the true palaeolithic im ' 
plemcnts aud those of more advanced fin­ 
ish and design is evident to every one who 
eareful'y txam icfa a complete series. 
At 
the fame time, the student is confronted 
with itliabio historical evidence of the oc­ 
cupancy of the Atlantic sca-board by the 
Esquimaux as far south as New Jersey. 
Does not the impression derived from 
strictly arcl a: dogieal studies, that all the 
stone implements of onr Eastern sea-board 
are not of one origin, go far to confirm tbe 
position of the historical student that an 
earlier race than the Indian once resided 
here? 
De Costa rem arks; “ During the 
fdeventh century the red man lived upon 
the North American Continent, while the 
eastern border of his territory conld not 
have been situated far away from the A t­ 
lantic coast. 
In New England he must 
have succeeded 
the people 
known as 
Skrmllings. 
Prior to that time, his hunt­ 
ing grounds lay toward the interior of the 
continent. 
In course of time, however, 
he came into collision with the ruder peo­ 
ple on the A tlantic cast, the descendants 
of an almost amphibions glacial man.—fC. 
C. Abbot, in Popular Science Monthly.

is nothing to zhow in any State office of the 
existence of such an office as Commissioner of Im ­ 
migration, except the records of the appointm ent 
of the incumbent. 
It is further shown that no 
lazcretto has been established in the city of San 
Franci Co for the confinement and seclusion of 
lepers, as required by Sectiou 2952 of said Code; 
t or, as far as this office is informed, has any effort 
been made to establish such a lazcretto.

Nine-tenths of those who think 
they can write respectable poetry are mis­ 
taken, 
We do not say that poesy has passed 
from the earth, but it does seem as if the 
fountain Hippocrane had been drained off to 
run a saw-mill. I t is safe to say that most 
of the home-made poetry of graveyards is an 
offense to God and man. One would have 
thought that the New Hampshire village 
would have risen in mob to prevent the in­ 
scription that was really plscefl on one of its 
tombstone?, descriptive of a man who bad 
lost his life at the foot of a vicious mare on 
the way to the brook : 
“ As this man was leading her to drink, 
She kick’d and kill’d him quickr'n a wink.” 
One would have thought that even conserva­ 
tive New Jersey would have been in rebell­ 
ion at a child’s epitaph, which, in a village 
of that State, reads thus : 
“ She was not sm art, she was not fair. 
But hearts with grief for her are swellin’; 
All em pty stands her little chair, 
She died of eatin’ waterm elon.” 
Let not such desecrations be allowed in 
hallowed places. Let not poetizere practice 
on the tombstone. Our uniform advice to all 
those who want acceptable and suggestive 
epitaphs is, take a passage of Scripture. That 
will never wear out. From generation to 
generation it will bring down upon all visit­ 
ors a holy hush, and if before that stone has 
crumbled the day comes for waking up all the 
graveyard sleepers, tbe very words chiseled 
on the marble may be the ones that shall ring 
from the t rumpet of the archangel.—[Dr. Tab 
mage in Sunday Magazine. 


READY-MADE N0VEL8, 


Any one ambitious of producing a work 
of fiction has only to read the newspapers 
to find in their columns the most thrilling 
plots, which, with due expansion, can be 
developed into novela quite as good as 
those of Miss Braddon or W ilkie Collins. 
This, at least, is w hat one is given to un­ 
derstand by the newspapers themselves, in 
which it is no rare thing to see a quarief 
of a column, or so, headed “ A Ready­ 
Made Novel” or “ Stranger than Fiction,” 
which we are assured is as wonderful as 
anything the ingenious 
authors 
before 
named bave done in devising Btrange com­ 
plications of human affairs. 
W hen I was 
young, and my first great work of fiction 
was in view—a point at which it has per­ 
sistently remained—I made an extensive 
collection of clippings of this sort, believ­ 
ing that they wonld at least stim ulate a 
laggard imagination. 
I m ast confess that 
I have found this method of writing fiction 
a failure. 
I have tried the excerpts for 
novels and for plays, but have never got a 
satisfactory plot out of them. 
They have 
retained, through all processes of literary 
treatm ent, a certain inherent jeuraaliatic 
stamp, which somehow has been fatal to 
my story. 
I have thns come to disbelieve 
in the “ ready-made novels” of the news­ 
papers, and to think that a narrative of 
fact, however enrions it may be, is of little 
help, except for (he germ it may contain, 
unless it is translated and reshaped by tbe 
imagination. 
Miss Braddon and Mr. Coll­ 
ins do not owe their success to the report­ 
er ; and no one can think for a moment 
that newspaper clippings havesubstantially 
helped the author of “ The Cloister and 
the H earth." Nevertheless, it is Charles 
Reade’a hobby to preach the ntility of the 
hard, unrounded fact as a potent ingredient 
of fiction ; and it is his delight to confound 
the critice of any seeming improbability in 
his stories with a reference to some occur­ 
rence in “ real life,” of which he has an 
account, carefully preserved with clove- 
scented gum tragacantfc in a scrap-book.

RUMORS 
FROM 
FRANCE. 


The news from France this morning is 
extremely sensational. 
Since the famous 
letter to Chesnelong eleven years ago, in 
which Count de Chambord refused con­ 
cessions by which a monarchy under him 
was possible, there have been numerons 
Legitimist “ scares.'’ 
If the dispatches 
are to be credited, the white flag of the 
Bourbons has not been so boldly flaunted 
since the republic entered upon its defin­ 
itive career in 1S7G. 
We are told of the 
arming of numerous legions under Charette 
and Baudry d’Asson, and of organized 
schemes to 
advance 
the 
interests of 
Chambord ; but while the present admin­ 
istration is vacillating and unreliable, and 
the news discouraging, friends of a repub­ 
lic in France may still entertain the hope 
that the masses will be aroused from their 
apathy, and make manifest their indisposi­ 
tion to submit to monarchial rule. 
They 
are no mor6 desirous for renewed civil 
strife than for foreign war, for which they 
have, of late, shown such disinclination.

If tobacco is needed by reason of 
long habit the physician in charge is the proper per­ 
son to see to its supply. The order to give no more 
money to the indigent outside the hospital was a 
proper one also. If the Supervisors have the author­ 
ity to vote $10, $20, or $50 to this, that and the other 
person in charity, there is no limit to its exercise, 
and they can disburse the entire general fund in 
like manner. 


O ra telegraphic columns this morning teem with 
accounts of disasters: The terrible accident on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad ; the burning of Susans* 
ville; the sinking of the Cimbria in the German 
ocean, with great loes of life; the collision between a 
steamer and brigantine near New York, and finally 
the fearful explosion, with loss of life, at Point Isabel. 
Indeed, it never rains but it pours. 


The proposition to put plumbing and drainage 
work, and plumbers in doing such work, under the 
control of local Boards of Health is wise. 
We re- 
oice that a method has at last been devised by 
which the reckless plumber may be curbed. If the 
Boards now could hut regulate the plumbers' bills, 
mankind would be content to endure all other ills. 


The proposition to have the United States Gov­ 
ernment expend $30,000 in enabling breeders of do­ 
mestic animals to exhibit stock rt the Hamburg In­ 
ternational Exposition in July next, meets with 
favor generally. The sum is certainly sufficiently 
limited, but still it is believed we will be very fairly 
represented. 


Thk Colusa Sun, entirely Democratic, says: “ The 
Legislature has plenty of good square work before 
it to exhaust the entire sixty days, without running 
off after all sorts of buncombe jobs which can do no 
good except to allow a few men to make a 1 record' 
for future use.” 


T h e Anaheim Gazette says that the Del Valle 
Congressional districting plan "gives nothing to 
the Republicans which can conveniently be taken 
f rom them.’’ Did the Gazette expect anything else ? 


It is proposed to di vide Los Angeles county and 
to cut Santa Barbara county in twain. There does 
not appear to be any urgent necessity for such di­ 
vision, and the plans meet with opposition. 


IRRIGATION. 


The irrigation question has not been 
taken up by the Legislature w ith that 
vigor which should have characterized it. 
I t is true, bills have been introdnced and 
referred, bu t it is plainly evident that the 
members are timid as to this, the most im­ 
portant question to come before them. Be­ 
yond the bills pending, and which it is not 
certain constitute the best basis for action, 
no practical steps have been taken nor ef­ 
forts made to bring to the aid of the Leg­ 
islature the best information and the high­ 
est ability attainable on the subject. 
The 
problem must be treated in a broad and 
comprehensive manner ; it opens a field for 
the exercise of statesmanship of the best 
order. 
W hen its importance is considered, 
it is almost too muoh to hope for th at it 
will have the consideration dne it. 
The 
Legislature must grapple with the central 
and one vital question, whether or not the 
laws as to riparian ownership are applica­ 
ble to our situation, and whether or not 
new and experimental methods shall be in­ 
augurated here. 
If the Legislature accom­ 
plishes nothing more than the setting on 
foot of a system th at shall contain the 
germs of success, it will deserve commend­ 
ation, 
B ut it may do more, and by wise 
enactment 
bring to the test at once 
the ability of the State to do any practical 
thing in the matter. 
The bill prepared by 
the ex-Surveyor General presents the issues 
fairly, but its introduction was met with 
manifestations that indicate its fate, while 
Mr. W harton’s bills have not had the 
friendly reception expected. 
The State 
Engineer has forcibly called attention to 
the subject. 
W hile he refrains from sug­ 
gesting plans, he says: “ The establish­ 
ment of a system of control and direction, 
which will relieve the Courts of many 
vexatious suits, and which will inspire 
confidence in and add stability to irrigation 
property, reed Dot constitute an attack on 
existing claims of right, and need not bear 
heavily npon or embarrass the users of pub­ 
lic waters. 
The effect, under a wise sys­ 
tem, would be felt gradually ; all parties 
concerned would as gradually become used 
to it, and recognize in State control the 
only means of protecting the interests of 
each, as it has proven in every old irriga­ 
tion country in the world.” U ntil a dis­ 
position is manifest to vigorously enter 
upon legislative work on this subject, it is 
useless for the present to discuss plans. 
One-fifth of the session has passed, and the 
general and committee files are already so 
overcharged with bills, one-half of which 
are useless, th at it is doubtful if the time 
can be now commanded in which to prop­ 
erly deliberate upon this subject, for the 
majority appears to be too much engrossed 
in advancing partisan ends, to early and 
earnestly take 
hold upon the leading 
measure committed to its care. 


THE 
HAWAIIAN 
QUESTION, 


W here the products of two countries are 
essentially different in character, there can 
be no question as to the benefits to both to 
flow from a mutual free exchange. 
In the 
attem pt to defeat the operation of a broad 
commercial principle, certain journals lend 
themselves to misrepresentation of the true 
relations existing betweed 
the United 
States and the Hawaiian Islands under the 
reciprocity treaty. 
Under it wo send in 
free 123 distinct kinds of our products, and 
the islands send to us twenty-three of 
theirs. 
The treaty binds the island king­ 
dom to make no treaty by which any other 
nation c»" °” j° y Ukc prtfvilegoo regarding 
like products. 
But up<6n us the treaty 
imposes no such restriction. 
Tho treaty 
provisions have been adhered to, and still 
we are told th at there is somewhere, and 
somehow, fraud and wrong in it. 
There 
íb no reason in charging the 
market 
price 
of 
sugar, 
whatever 
it 
may 
be in this country, to the treaty. 
If, as 
we demonstrated the other day, we lose 
the revenue we might otherwise collect, it 
is more than compensated for by the 


benelH s and profits the treaty brings. 
In 
1875 General Schofield reported th at tho 
importance of the treaty, in a military and 
naval point of view, was alone sufficient to 
warrant its ratification. 
By it we secured 
w hat the naval officers term “ the key of 
the Pacific ”—Pearl river harbor. 
Official 
records are overflowing with the opinions 
of eminent authorities on this point. 
The 
late President was a warm supporter of 
the treaty, because he saw in it the solu­ 
tion of the question, " How Bhall we main­ 
tain our maritime importance on the Pa­ 
cific ? ” 
If all 
that has been falsely 
represented by the enemies of the compact 
is adm itted to be true, for a moment, it 
still remainB a fact th at the advantages 
accruing to our flag, outside of all com­ 
mercial gains, demand that there shall be 
no disruption of tho relations now existing 
between the two countries under the reci­ 
procity tre a ty . 


DOUBTFUL 
POLICY. 


The effort is being made to amend a 
Code section in such a manner as to avoid 
questions of misjoinder, similar to that 
raised in the Keyes case. 
As we have con­ 
stantly held, the equities are with the 
valley in its struggle to prevent the de­ 
struction of valley lands by the flow of 
mining debris. 
Of this there is no longer 
any question ; the right to protection can­ 
not be gainsaid, nor can there exist any 
right to destroy these lands. 
This, if it 
needed any demonstration at all, has been 
settled by a judicial determination of the 
principles involved in a tribunal of the first 
instance, and the friends of the valley ard* 
confident of its ratification by the appellate 
Court. 
Since, then, the farmers have such 
a vantage ground, it is very questionable 
whether it is the part of wisdom to preBS 
other legislation, instead of resting upon 
the law under which they have found a 
remedy against debris. 
It is a doubtful 
policy that suggests legislation which may 
weaken the position now held 
by the 
enactment of laws that must submit to 
jndicial test, and will be liable to be set 
aside as unconstitutional. 


THE RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


The deplorable accident on the Southern 
Pacific Railroad on Saturday, entailing so 
great a loss of life, íb the most serious dis­ 
aster that has occurred on any railway 
line of the State. 
There can be no con­ 
templation of it w ithout the profonndest 
sorrow. 
The real cause of the accident is 
not yet determined. Probably all the facts 
will be fully developed at the inquest about 
to be held. 
The shock to the community 
occasioned by the receipt of the news was 
the greater from the fact th at serious acci­ 
dents on railways on the Pacific coast have 
been bo rare—indeed, accidents on the rail­ 
roads of the State have been at the mini­ 
mum, and in no section of the land are 
there fewer disasters by rail in proportion 
to the miles traversed by steam cars. 
The 
casualty of Saturday has csst a shadow of 
gloom over many a family circle, and has 
made vividly prominent the depth and sin­ 
cerity of the sympathy onr people feel for 
each other in the hour of trial.

A n o th e r P o w d e r W o rk s D isa ste r—F rig h t­ 
fu l Loss o f L ife. 


S an F ra n c isc o , January 21st.—Shortly 
after 4 p. M. the city was Bhaken by a heavy 
explosion. Four others followed at intervals 
of a few seconds, and a dense column of 
smoke rising across the bay wa3 sufficient 
evidence of another added to the numerous 
powder works disasters that have occurred in 
that vicinity, A brief telegram says the 
giant powder establishment near West Berke­ 
ley station, four miles north of Oakland, was 
blown up, and a number of persons killed. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.1 
PARTICULARS OF THE AFFAIR. 
B e rk e le y , January 21st. — The mixing 
house aud six picking houses of the giant 
powder works at Point Clement, near West 
Berkeley, exploded at 4 P. M. 
The shocks of 
the seven explosions were felt in this town. 
One white man, the foreman, named Conk, 
and between forty and fifty Chinese, are 
known to have been blown to atoms. Nearly 
the entire place was destroyed by fire, which 
began immediately after the explosion. The 
Superintendent was thrown a long distance, 
but was not injured. Physicians went down 
from Berkeley and West Berkeley. The fire 
is still raging. The large magazine, contain­ 
ing over 200 tons of powder, is still safe. 
About eight tons exploded. 
The loss cannot 
be estimated. The dwelling-houses east of 
the hill are safe, but all the glass was shat­ 
tered. Rich, Buchholz and JacksoD, work­ 
men, are known to be safe. 


FELT AT NAPA. 
N a p a , Ja n u a ry 21st.—T hree large explo­ 
sions were heard here this afternoon about 
half-past 4 o’clock, which rattle d the windows 
in th e houses and caused m any people to 
th in k th a t a pow der explosion had taken 
place som ewhere. 


[THIRD DISPATCH.1 
B e rk e le y , January 21st.—It is now known 
that the number of Chinese killed is not so 
great as first reported, as not over thirty are 
missing. Many press representatives were 
soon cn the spot, although the fire is still 
raging, and more explosions are expected mo­ 
mentarily. The ecene in the vicinity is ter­ 
rible. Bodies cap be seen lying near the line 
of the fire, but men dare not rescue them for 
fear of their own lives. 
The Assistant Su­ 
perintendent is missing, and supposed to be 
killed: The Superintendent was not at the 
works at the time. A workman named Oscar 
Foryuffsky was pulled from the ruiDSBoon 
after the explosion. 
He is seriously hurt. 
His back and legs are injured, and he is also 
hurt internally. Seven Chinese have been 
pulled from the debris, all badly hurt. 
All the 
houees 
in 
a 
radius of half 
a mile 
are completely shattered. 
The 
doors and windows of the dwelling-houses of 
the emplcyes on the opposite—the east—side 
of the hill were blown in, and most of the 
occupants thrown to the floor. 
Sheds and 
barns were laid flat. The buildings of the 
.Tudson workp, on the side of the hill, where 
a kind of blastiDg powder was manufactured, 
were thrown over, and will probably have to 
be rebuilt. The cause of tho explosion in 
the mixing-houBe is yet unknown. 
The other 
explosions followed in the space of two min­ 
utes. All the buildings blown up were on 
the bay E¡de of the hill, bnt the fires crept 
rapidly around, and now (9 P. M.) the large 
magazine is in danger. No attempt has 
been made 
to 
check 
the 
fire, owing 
to 
the 
danger. 
Many 
workmen 
es­ 
caped miraculously. To-day is the first 
Sunday in many months that tho works were 
running full blast, and orders of seventy tons 
were loaded on schooners at the wharf. A 
driver, with a team and load of powder on 
the wharf, jumped, when the first explosion 
was heard, into the water and escaped, when 
the wsgon-load exploded. The wharf has 
taken fire, and is burning rapidly. 
Hospitals 
were improvised in the undamaged houses, 
and the wounded cared for. 
Physicians have 
coma oat from Oakland and other towns. 
This is known to be the most disastrous ex- 
ilosion that ever occurred at tho works. 
Should the magazine explode, all the houses 
in Berkeley would be damaged. 
A final 
effort will be made soon to subdue the flames 
and avoid this danger. 
L a t e r .—The efforts to prevent the flames 
reaching the main magazine, containing an 
immense quantity of powder, have been hap­ 
pily successful. 
The consequences would 
have been most frightful had the large maga­ 
zine exploded, as one of the Superintendents 
stated that there is enough powder stored 
there to have destroyed every living thing on 
the peninsula. The csubb of the first explo­ 
sion remains a mystery. This evening twelve 
bodies had been counted lying in the debris, 
and the Coroner’s investigation to-morrow 
will probably disclose more than double that 
number. A force cf men is engaged to-night 
in extinguishing the fire and recovering the 
bodies. 
THE VERT LATE8T. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , January 21st.—The very 
latest reports from the explosion place the 
loss of life between 10 and 50. The fire is 
still burning fiercely at the different packing 
and mixing houses. The neareet point of the 
fire to the main magazine is about 30 yards. 
Workmen dare not venture near the maga­ 
zine, for fear of the explosion. The wind is 
blowing from the east, but should it change 
to the west it is said the fire would certainly 
reach tho magazine. 


T h e T ch a c lia p l H o rro r. 
L o sT A n g eles, January 21st.—No 
Dews 
has yet been received of the result of the 
Coroner's inquest into the cause of the rail­ 
road disaster. 
Rumars are afloat of finding more bodies, 
but there is nothing definite. 
The remains supposed to be those of Mrs. 
Downey, on examination to-day, prove to be 
those of some other person. 
The bodies of Charles R. PearsoD, express 
messenger, Miss M. E. Squires and Lawrence, 
the sleeping car porter, have been sent to 
Oakland, and that of C. H. Larabee to San 
Francisco by express. 
James R. Dwyer, of Dwyer, Skaife & 
Robertson, San Francisco, supposed to have 
been in the wrecked train, arrived here Fri­ 
day safe and well. 
Porter Ashe exhibited a great deal of cool 
heroism at the burning cars. 
After drawing 
his wife and maid through a window of the 
sleeper, he rescued ex-Governor Downey 
from between the broken timbers, thus saving 
his life. 
ex perien ce of a pa ssen g er. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , January 21st.—The Call 
to-morrow will publish an interview with 
Howard Tilton, of Yale, B. C., Freight 
Agent of the Canadian Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, who was on board the Southern Pacific 
train at the time of the disaster. 
He says : 
“ I was asleep in a lower berth when the 
eccident occurred; was awakened by the 
terrible speed and the rocking of the c ar; 
threw up the curtain and looked out of the 
window; the train was dashing down the 
grade with frightful rapidity at the rate 
probably cf seventy miles an hour, and I real­ 
ized that a disaster was imminent. 
I laid 
down again to wait fir the inevitable with 
the fealing a man must experience when he 
is standing on the scaffold in expectation of 
the fall of the trap. I t seemed only an in­ 
stant 
when 
the 
crash 
came, and 
I 
was hurled 
from 
my 
berth. 
I was 
sleeping on the left side of the car, which 
fell upon the right side, and I was covered to 
my waist with mattresses, woodwork and de­ 
bris, but found no difficulty in freeing myself. 
Smoke passed throng the car, giving timely 
token of impending periL To the right and 
in my rear I saw Mr. and Mrs. Porter Ashe, 
perfectly free, but M íbs Petersen, the maid, 
was buried under about six feet of debris, on 
top of which was the water-cooler and wash­ 
basin. Mrs. Ashe was endeavoring to extri­ 
cate her, and I assisted in clearing away the 
rubbish. We soon succeeded in pulling her 
out. They were the only persons in Bight. I 
pushed up the windowB on what was then the 
top of the car, and found them to work per­ 
fectly, 
not 
a 
pane 
being 
crashed. 
I crawled through, 
drew 
Miss 
Peter­ 
sen ont, and Mrs. Ashe 
followed. 
I 
asked Porter Ashe to throw out some 
blankets, which he did, and then crawled 
through himself. Mr. Ashe, Miss Petersen 
and myself had only our underclothing on, 
bnt Mrs. Ashe wore a sealskin sack. The 
cold was intense, and we shivered, even 
though wrapped in blankets. 
Deep stillness 
followed the crash, and we heard only one 
scream while we were in the car. 
As I 
emerged from the car I saw Mr. Hatch and 
his mother climbiDg ont of another window. 
I ran along and found we could reach the 
ground by means of the platform. I lowered 
Miss Feterser, Mr. and Mrs. Ashe leaping 
to the ground. The upper portion of the 
car was in flames by this time. 
Passing 
along by the sleeper I saw the legs of a man 
protruding from the car. He was piteously 
calling for help, but cool and thoroughly 
conscious of 
hir 
position. 
I succeeded 


in partially extricating him, when a train 
man came to my assistance, and we saved 
him from a horrible death. He proved to be 
John F. Cassell, of San Francisco, and was 
the last pereon taken from the ruins alive. 
All hnman eiferts were of no further avail, 
as the sleeper was in a ehset of flvmes. 
We 
left the epot and limped down to the bottom 
of the ravine, some fifty feet below, where 
had now collected ex-Governor Downey, Mr. 
Cassell, Mr. ar.d Mrs. Ashe, Miss Peteisan, 
and Captain Waterhouse and daughter. A 
few persons were scattered about us, shiver­ 
ing in the blast. Among the rocks on the 
steep side of the slope lay Wright, the porter, 
wounded to death and begging bitterly for 
help. A t the time there were some big strong 
men, fully dressed, parading up and down, who 
were appealed to for aid by the injured, but 
who took no notica whatever of the cries ot 
suffering. 
I attempted to assist Wright, who 
was dying, but being worn out could do but 
little. 
A brakeman named McKenzie ¿id all 
in his power for us. A locomotive from Te- 
bacbapi Boon came to our relief, and con­ 
veyed us to the station, where we arrived two 
hours after the accident occurred. Here we 
were kindly care l for by the railroad officials 
and others. Medical aid was rendered, and 
every thing done to relieve our necessities. 
The locomotive then returned to the Beene 
and brought to the station the injured passen­ 
gers. 
Miss Squires, who was killed, oc­ 
cupied 
a 
berth 
opposite 
mine. 
In 
front 
of the berth 
of M ísb 
Squires 
Mr. Oliver, County Clerk of Lake county, 
was sleeping. 
He was burned to death. His 
wife was not with him. The next berth con­ 
tained Mr. aDd Mrs. Cassell. 
He escaped, 
but she was killed. A physician occupied 
the next berth, whose name is unknown. He 
was burned to death, and his remains conld 
not be identified. 
All on my side of the car, 
with the exception of Mrs. ex-Governor Dow­ 
ney, were saved. 
Porter Ashe, wife and 
maid, occupied the drawiDg-rcom car. In (lie 
dining-sleeping car were a lady and her 
daughter, whom I believe to be Mrs, and 
Miss Brown. 
Captain Waterhonse, wife and 
two children were also in this car. Only a 
few persons were in the dining car, who es­ 
caped, 
but 
they 
were more or 
less 
injured. 
One of the tramps who was 
killed 
jumped from the train while it 
was moviug at lightning speed, and the other 
was crushed horribly in the wreck. J . W, 
Searle and Captain T. H. Thatcher, who 
were reported among the injured, escaped un­ 
hurt. Both were on the coach which kept the 
track. I do not know tha cause of the acci­ 
dent, and can give no reason for it. The 
engineer and fireman of the hill locomotive 
deserve great credit for their untiring efforts 
in assisting the wounded.”

R e n o (Nev.), January 2lst.—A report 
comes from the north to-night that Susan- 
ville, Cal., has been again destroyed by fire.

R en o , Januaiy 21st,—The fire in Susan- 
ville, as near as can be ascertained, com­ 
menced in Bareman’s saloon, on Main street, 
and consumed au adjoining jewelry Btore, 
Maltby’s harness shop and Nathan’s clothing 
store. The fire then crossed the street and 
burned a butcher shop, a saloon, aud at last 
accounts a new unfinished hotel was in flames. 
This is all the information that can be ob­ 
tained, and this needs confirmation. 
H a r d e r in IM arer C o u n ty . 
N e w c a stle , January 2Ut.—A most atro­ 
cious murder was committed near this place 
early this morning, on tho ranch of .T. C. 
Boggs. One Angelo, an Italian boy of about 
17 years, shot and killed an Italian, a 
hired man working for Mr. Boggs. The 
name of the deceased is unknown. The deed 
was committed with a double-barreled shot­ 
gun, the charge taking effect in the back part 
uf the neck. The murder was committed for 
money, and aboot §400 was secured. 
The 
boy went to Auburn and delivered himself up 
to the authorities. 
[SECOND DISPATCn.l 
A u b u rn , January 2Ut.—From what can 
be learned regarding the murder near New­ 
castle this morning, it appears that Angelo 
ITanza and Vincenzo Pippa, Italians, left 
the ranch of J. O. Boggs, where both were 
employed (about two miles below Newcastle), 
about 8 A. M., going further down the road to 
Angelo Lera s after a couple of pigs. About 
a mile below the ranch, while pasting a small 
opening in the brush. Pippa, who was evi­ 
dently walking ahead, was shot by 1’ranz.a in 
the head, back of and 
over the 
ear, 
with 
a 
shotgun 
loaded 
with

phot. 
I t is thought both barrels were 
discharged, and death was probably instanta­ 
neous.

32, and has no family. 
Ho ia first courin 
to the father of Pracza, „wlio is a boy 
aged 19, and has been in tha country 
about)a year. 
Pranza and his father did not 
get along very well, and the boy was dissatis­ 
fied anil wanted to get out of the county. 
Pippa had exhibited money about the neigh­ 
borhood to the amount of §400, nod the boy 
knew he had the m oney on his person. The 
temptation to get possession of it overcame 
him, and he committed the deed, after which 
he took a circuitous route of about fifteen 
milep, bringing up at the Court-house here. 
Walking into the Treasurer’s office he gave 
Treasurer Mann §452 50, and surrendered 
himself to the Sheriff. He can talk no Eng­ 
lish, and makes no statement. 
He hid or 
threw the gun away, and it ha3 not been 
found yet. 
D ied o f H e r W o u n d s. 
St. H e le n a , January 21st.—Mrs. Rourke, 
who was shot by her husband, on Wednesday 
last, died at 8 o’clock this morning.

S an B u e n a v e n tu ra , January 21st.—Word 
reached town to-night that Dolores Vasquez, 
about 21 years of age, accidentally killed her­ 
self this afternoon while fooling with her 
brother’s pistol. The family reside about ten 
miles from town, and Coroner Delmont will 
investigate the matter in the morning.

LARGE 
FLOURING H ILL TO BE BUILX, 


A correspondent at Vallejo gives the fol­ 
lowing item in reference to a projected en­ 
terprise near th at place : A large flour mill 
will be built by Starr & Co. during the 
coming summer, on the southern shore of 
the Straits 
of 
Carquinez, 
near South 
Vallejo Junction. 
I t will be built upon a 
hard rock foundation above water at low 
tide, on concrete arches, through which 
the tides can flow and ebb. 
The main 
building is to be of hard brick, 150xlSO 
feet, subdivided into three parts, each 
150x60, the central 150x60, and to be six 
stories in hight. 
This is to be filled with 
the best machinery the present day can 
supply, and driven by a powerful engine, 
plana of which are now being drawn. The 
other two brick buildings, 150x60, one on 
each side of the mill, are to be used at 
present as warehouses, but will be eo con­ 
structed that either or both can easily be 
adapted for use as mill buildings when 
such a step ehall become necessary. 
The 
capacity of this first mill is to be 2,000 
barrels of flour per day, with a possible 
future enlargement to 6,000 barrels per 
day, when all the three buildings are com­ 
pleted as mills. 
The mill will have wharf­ 
age for schooners and barges on the east 
and west sides, while on the north will be 
the deep water berth for ocean-going ships 
to load flour for Europe. 
Adjoining the 
mill to the west will be a large grain ware­ 
house and deep-water wharf 000x200 feet, 
where grain ships will load for Europe. 
After a water-way of 150 feet, another 
similar wharf and warehouse 600x150 feet 
is to be built. 
But the most interesting 
feature is to be a regular wheat elevator 
with best Eastern improvements, to be 
constructed between the new mill and the 
wharf warehouse on the west, where wheat 
will be graded not only as Nos. I, 2 and 3, 
for shipping in bulk, but also into the va­ 
rious qualities required for all milling pur­ 
poses. 
There is also room for a fine brick 
warehouse on “ terra firm a” inshore of 
1,000x250 
feet, but this may not he 
built at once. 
The contract for bnilding 
the wharvts has, however, already been 
let, as well as all material purchased. 
The 
mill will 
cost 
about 
§500,000. 
W ork 
is to 
he 
commenced 
early in 
February, and rapidly proceeded with. 
Starr k Co. have quietly been adding to 
their present mills at Vallejo, until now 
their capacity is 1,500 barrels per day, 
which is to be increased to 2,200 barreU 
per day by the 1st of May next. 
The en­ 
larged mill at Vallejo, and the new one 
on the Straits of Carquinez, will, when com­ 
pleted, turn out over 100,000 tons or 
1,000,000 barrels of flour yearly, which the 
firm state they will have no difficulty in 
disposing of in Europe aud elsewhere. Some 
of the leading capitalists are, it is under­ 
stood, associated with Starr & Co. in this 
extension of their business. 
It has often 
been queried why so much of our annual 
exports should go as wheat and so little as 
flour. 
This enterprise, therefore, seems a 
step in the right direction, and, if well 
managed, should certainly be fairly profit­ 
able.

Great discrimination 
was exercised in the admission of persons. A 
large crowd remained outside. 
During the 
progress of the hearing of the charges against 
the prisoners startling revelations were made. 
An informer swore that several persons, in­ 
cluding many members of the municipality, 
were present at a Fenian meeting, where 
the informer was asked to join an inner 
circle formed for the assassination of the 
officers. 
The name of the informer is Farrel. 
He 
acknowledged having taken part in a plot to 
assassinate jurors. 
He swore that the pris­ 
oner, named HanloD, informed him that he 
had taken part in the attempt to murder 
Field; that Brady stabbed Field, and that 
Kelly also participated in the affair. 
Farrel 
also testified that three-pence was collected 
weekly from the Fenians to purchase arms ; 
that the city had been marked into districts 
and military inspections were held occa- 
sioaally, at which most of the accused were 
present. A t one of these meetings, one John 
Devoy, who said he came from America, pre­ 
sided.

The W alden C ase.—The perjury cue cf 
The People vs. Miner Walden still occupies 
the attention of the Superior Court. The 
first witness called on Saturday was James 
M. Lase, who testified to a conversation 
which took place between Walden and him­ 
self relative to the purchase of some cattle, 
Williams having testified that the animals 
referred to were the stolen ones.

Officer Barron want 
to the railroad depot, and inquired of officer 
Brissell whether he had seen anything cl the 
assailant. Brissell related seeing a man an­ 
swering the description tun from the 
Borlh side of the depot and catch 
the west-bound emigrant train as it left the 
depot.

OCEAN CALAMITIES. 


Collision of Steamer» In the Cernían 
Ocean—One Sent to the Bottom —Prob­ 
able Fearful tos» of L ife— Energetic 
Search for Survivors—Brigantine Sunk 
by a Steam er otf Long Island- But One 
of the Crew Saved. 


ISFBCIAL BY TRLRGRAPII tO T lií RECCBO-IJinOlI.) 


N ew Y ork, Jannary 20th.—Kunhardt & 
Co., agento of the Hamburg-American Steam 
Packet Company, state that they received 
this afternoon a cable dispatch from Ham­ 
burg informing them that tho steamer Saltan, 
which arrived in Hamburg last night, had 
been in collision in the German ocean, off 
Barkum, in a denso fog with an unknown 
steamer, supposed to be the Cimbria, which 
sailed from Hamburg on the 17th for Havre 
and New Y ork. This evening Messrs. Knn- 
hardt received a second dispatch conveying 
the following intelligence : The Cimbria was 
sunk Friday forenoon, twelve miles south­ 
west of Barkum, by the British steamer Sul­ 
tan. She sank in fifteen minutes after the 
collision. Thirty-nine persons were landed 
at Cuxhaven this evening. Other boats are 
still out, Onr steamers Bavaria and Hansa 
and eeveral tugs leave immediately in search 
of the other bosfc! 
[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
N ew Y ork, January 21st.—J. F. H, 
Meyer, agent cf the Hamburg-American line, 
says in regard to steamer Cimbria, sank in the 
German ocean by a collision with an English 
vessel: The Bteamer Cimbria must have had 
between 400 and 500 passengers aboard, and 
1 fear from the cable dispatches that the loss 
of life will be great, The steamer carried 
eight life-boats, and had a crew of 105 men. 
Two years ago compound engines and new 
boilers were placed in her. 
[THIRD DISPATCH. 1 
L ondon, January 21st—4:30 r, m.—Tho 
details of the Cimbria disaster show that the 
loss of life mast have been fearful. A dis­ 
patch from Hamburg, sent by the Hamburg- 
American Steamship Company, says that bo 
far 56 persons from the Cimbria have been 
Unded. A number of them are at the Meser 
lighthouse. The names of these are not yet 
ascertained, 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.] 
L ondon, January 21st.--The Cimbria left 
Hamburg Thursday, with 380 passengers and 
a crew of 110. She ran aground before leav­ 
ing Elbe, but got off with the flood tide, with 
the assistance of the steamer Hansa, without 
damage, and sho put to sea at 2:30 in the af- 
ternooD. Friday morning she came in col­ 
lision, daring a thick fog off Barkum, with 
the steamer Sultan. The Cimbria sank in a 
short time. When the boat with 39 passen­ 
gers arrived the company sent out the steamer 
Hansa end four of the largest available 
steamers at Cuxhaven to search for the other 
boats of the Cimbria. The West Indian 
steamer Bavaria also left during tho night 
with a similar object. The steamer Sultan, 
which suffered heavy damage in the collision, 
has arrived in the Elbe. 
[FIFTH DISPATCH.) 
L ondon, January 21st.—A dispatch from 
Hamburg gives the following-named paseen- 
gers as among the saved : W. Tornemann.

H amburg, January 21et.—The Cimbria 
sustained such severe injuries in the collision 
that it at onee became apparent that shqs 
must sink almost immediately. The officers 
therefore did all in their power to save lives 
without a moment's loss of time. Life belts 
were distributed among the passengers, and 
an order given to lower the boats. This, 
however, in consequence of the vessel's keel­ 
ing over on her side, was found to be very 
difficult on one side, and absolutely impossi­ 
ble on the other. As the second officer was 
atill engaged in cutting the Bpars loose, 
so there should be as much driftwood as pos­ 
sible for the people to cling to when the in­ 
evitable foundering should occur, the vessel 
went down under his feet. He seized a spar, 
but as several other persons clung to it, he 
was obliged to let go, and he swam to a boat. 
This was the boat subsequently picked np by 
the Theta. The second officer steered the 
Theta to CuxhaveE. Seventeen other per­ 
sons have been saved by the steamer Dia­ 
mond, from Weser lighthouse—making fifty- 
six thus far known to be rescued. 
STATEMENT OF A SURVIVOR, 
A survivor makes the following statem ent: 
The weather was clear np to 1:15 o’clock, but 
a fog then set in, which continued and in­ 
creased in density. The engines of the Cim­ 
bria were kept at full speed until 1:30, then 
at half speed till 2, after which they were 
kept at elow speed. About ten minutes past 
2 the whistle of another steamer was heard, 
and the engines of the Cimbria were stopped 
instantly. The Saltan’s green light was, 
owing to the fop, not observed until she was 
only 150 feet off from the Cimbria. The lat­ 
ter struck abaft the bulkhead on the port 
side, and she keeled over to the starboard and 
speedily saDk. The Theta picked up one of 
the Cimbrias boats at 2 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon, and arrived at Cuxhaven about 6. 
Brigantine B an Down and Sank by a 
Steam er. 
N ew Y ork, January 2l9t.—Captain Davis, 
of the steamship Cauiraa, which arrived from 
Halifax last night, reports that early yester­ 
day morning, when cff the end of Long 
Island, he was run into by the brigantine 
Mariposa, which sunk Bhortly afterwards. 
One of her eeamen, a young man named 
Charlee H. Powers, was saved, but the other 
members of the crew of the lost veesel were 
all drowned. The Maripoea left Perth Am­ 
boy for Boston on the 13th inst., with a 
small cargo of coal. Her master, Captain 
Milton, has been sick for some time, and he 
remained behind. Tho vessel was placed 
under command ef Captain Haskell,

pilot, The crew consisted of the mate, 
Henry Clifford, of Cherry Btreet, this city;

son, of Norway; young Powers, who is a 
native of Eastport, Me., and a colored cook 
whose name is unknown.

James R. Keere has mortgaged his property 
at Newport for 875,000. 
The steamship Wisconfip, from Liverpool, 
Saturday while coming up the Bay of New 
York ran aground. 
A t Richfield Springs, N. Y , Harvey Tay­ 
lor killed his wife and mother-in-law and 
then committed suicide. 
Noroa and NindermaD, of the ill-starred 
Jeannette, will be given a reception in New 
York on the 26th instant. 
The Louisiana Jockey Clab postpones the 
opening of the races nntil the 30th inetant, 
owing to the bad condition of the track. 
The run on the People’s Twenty-five Cent 
Bank at Bath, Me., has caused it to stop pay­ 
ment, in order to protect itself and its cred­ 
itors. 
A gift nf 8250,090 is reported from a citizen 
of Cambridge to Harvard College for new 
dormitories, the rent of each not to exceed §50 
a year. 
Reporte from Moosehsad, Minn,, state that 
the loss by fire of the Key City block in that 
place on Thursday night will reach 8110,000 ; 
insurance, 850,000. 
Miss Alice Livingstone, who was recently 
awarded 875,000 by a Brooklyn Court for 
breach of promise of marriage, has purchased 
Tom Placide's old home at Tom's river, New 
Jersey. 
The Baltimore workingmen in mass meet­ 
ing Saturday night expressed sympathy with 
the members of the Glass Blowers’ Union, 
on strike and indicted for conspiracy by the 
Grand Jury. 
The Mntnal Press Association and Amer­ 
ican News Exchange, of Cincinnati, have 
been placed on the Postoffice fraud list. 
Money orders and registered letters will not 
be delivered to them. 
”* The Morning Journal, started in New 
York two months sines by Western journal­ 
ists, has, much to the astooisbment of news­ 
paper men. already attained a circulation 
of nearly 35,000 daily. 
Alexander JIcEwen, an English financier, 
has brought suit against the Reading road 
for $343,000 for his services in the deferred 
income bond scheme and marketing $3,400,­ 
000 of that class of securities. 
The President has sent to the Senate for 
confirmation the names of Wm. J . Smith as 
Postmaster at Eureka, Nev.; Thos. M. Daw- 
bod, of California, as Consul at Barran, 
quilla; John P. Hoyt, of Washington Ter 
ritory, as Associate Justice of that Terri­ 
tory. 
There was a fire in a five-story marble build­ 
ing on Barclay street, New York, adjoining 
the Astor House, Friday night, that gave the 
impression it was the hotel building on fire, 
creating much excitement, in view of the 
present epidemic of hotel fires. 
I t was 
quickly extinguished. Damage, 810,000. 
The motion of Oliver Ames, receiver of the 
Credit Mobilier, for leave to make a settle, 
ment with Thomas C. Durant, formerly Pres 
ident cf the company, was denied in the 
United States Circuit Court, in Philadelphia, 
Saturday. Durant held c-rtain lands in 
J»»» ond Nebraska which ti e company 
claimed, 
Officers of the leading temperance organi 
rations of Iowa, in view of the decision by 
the Supreme Court, holding tbs prohibitory 
constitutional amendment not in force, have 
called a Stats Convention of the friends of 
temperance to beheld at Des Moines, Febru­ 
ary 7th, to consult upon the liae^of policy to 
be pursued in the future. 
Quite a sensation occurred at Fleetwood, 
Pa., Saturday mornirg. 
Samuel H. Roth- 
ernel, with a force of twenty-five men, tore 
up a large iron ore wharf 300 feet long, which 
is being rebuilt on Sal borough Square. James 
F. Dann, who claims to be owner, subse­ 
quently ordered the men away, and upon 
their refusal to leave he gathered a force of 
ineD, made a charge andcaptnred the wharf. 
At Leadville, Col., Friday night, near the 
iron mine, Charle3 Peters n, a miner, shot 
and instantly killed another miner, Thomas 
Harkins. 
Later in the evening two men, 
named Sullivan and Brennan, were discussing 
theeneriti of the Robert E. Lee mine. Sulln 
van said the mine was as solid as Jesus 
Christ, at which Brennan became terribly en­ 
raged, drew a knife and stabbed Sullivan in 
the neck several times. 
Several days ago^Frank Rae, a river pilot 
of Louisville, Ky., “died in Mobile. His re­ 
mains were placed in a costly casket and 
shipped, C. O. D., by express to a relative, 
J . J. Naves of Liuisville. Naves called at 
the express cffics Ur the body, but was told 
the C. O. D. charge was 8134 for the casket 
and other expanses. 
He declined to pay the 
bill, and subsequently sued out a writ cf de 
livery, in the execution of which a deputy 
constable broke open the coffin, secured the 
body and turned it over to Naves. The 
casket was returned to the consigner at Mo­ 
bile. 
FOREIGN. 
The Belgian steamer W&sslaod, reported 
ashore at Flashing, has been floated. 
A greater part of the city of Kherson, in 
South Russia, has been destroyed by fire. 
One Farrell has turned informer in Dublin 
and has given valnable information about the 
Fenians. 
The railway strikers in Scotland begin to 
■how signs of disunion, and a compromise is 
anticipated. 
The Public Prosecutor has again appealed 
against the acquittal of Mommsen of charges 
of slandering Bismarck. 
The steamer Cambria was sunk Friday in 
the German oceaD, having been in collision 
with the steamer Saltan. 
An engagement occurred between soldiers 
and Indians in Mexico, and fifty soldiers and 
eighty Indians were killed. 
A rumor current in London Saturday eve­ 
ning that the Phoeaix Park murderers have 
been arrested is denied in Dublin. 
Emperor William intends to appoint the 
Prince of Wales chief of the Blucher Hussars 
as a memento of bis visit to Berlin. 
King Leopold of Belgium is completely re­ 
covered, and will attend, with the Queea, (be 
silver wedding of the Crown Prince Frederick 
William of Germany. 
A Dublin dispatch says that placards signed 
“America’’ have been posted in Clonmore, 
denouncing “ that accursed, abominable jour­ 
nal, the Irish World.” 
The Bonapartist members of the French 
Chamber of Deputies have issued a protest 
against the arrest of Napoleon, and demand 
an appeal to the people. 
Some fears are entertained as to the safety 
of the Hamburg-American line steamer Lo- 
tharingia, a freight boat, which Bailed Octo­ 
ber 25th from Hamburg. 
The Legitimists in France are making 
great efforts to place Count De Chambord on 
the throne. Thirty-two legions have been or­ 
ganized, and a nucleus for a cavalry hag been 
formed. 
A pamphlet attacking ex-Empress Eugenie 
off France has been confiscated by the Berlin 
police as Immoral. 
It purports to be the 
recital of incidents of the private life of the 
Empress. 
A dispatch from Dublin says the whole 
north of Ireland is in a most wretched con­ 
dition, owing to the complete destruction of 
the grain crops in September by a terrible 
tornado and the rotting of the entire potato 
crop, caused by constant rains. In one place 
sucn general destruction prevails that twenty- 
two tons of Indian meal per week is required 
to keep the people barely alive. Relief is 
coming slowly, and despair is staring every­ 
body in the face. 
PACIFIC COAST. 
I t is B tated that the Albion Mining Com­ 
pany owe miners and laborers $90,000. 
Andrew Bambrick was shot and killed in a 
quarrel, Friday, near Green River, U. T. 
Two men were injured in the Oatario mice, 
Salt Lake, Friday, by a cage falling down 
the shaft. 
A*t Junction City, Or., Saturday, Dr. 
Brown was killed in a dispute with a man 
named Abrams. 
A gambler named Coombs Bhot and killed 
a saloon-keeper named Ross at Carson, Ne­ 
v ad a, Saturday morning. 
The cold weather still continues with un­ 
abated severity in different paris of the 
State. At Petaluma there was a Black frost. 
A banquet was given at \ allejo Saturday 
night, at the Bernard House, by 100 citizens 
to Hon. S. G. Hilborn, who takes the place 
of United States District Attorney Teare. 
The stage from Pho-nix was overturned 
about thirty miles from Prescott, A. T., F ri­ 
day night. There were three passengers on 
board, who escaped with slight injuries. The 
driver was seriously injured and the mail 
was delayed several hours. 
The gang of robbers that robbed the store 
of John Devine, at Deep Creek, Utah, a 
short time since, have fortified themselves in 
the mountains, andaré making raids on the 
neighboring settlements. The Sheriff of the 
county is afraid to attack them, and they ap­ 
pear to be having their own way.

GOVERNMENT COUNSEL IN THE STAR ROUTE 
PROSECUTIONS. 


George Bliss, the lawyer retained by the 
Government in the prosecution of the defend­ 
ants in the star route cases, is a native of 
Massachusetts. He was graduated at H ar­ 
vard in 1851, and received his diploma from 
the law department of the same university in 
1856. He soon sf ter wards wentto New York 
City and began the practice of his profsssion. 
The Republican party numbered him among 
its earliest members, and he has taken a con­ 
spicuous part in its local management ever 
since. He is known familiarly as •? Colonel ” 
Bliss, a designation which originated in his 
being attached to the staff of Gov®nor Mor 
gan. Mr. Bliss never has held ui elective 
office, but was appointed by Presiilent Grant 
to succeed Noah Davis as United St «tes At 
tomey for the Southern District of New 
York. He is candid a-vd st-aightfcra’ard in 
his address, and ready and fluent as a public 
speaker.
